INTRODUCTION 



Void la cinquidine Edition de la publication 
annuel le, Conocndluni de statistigue concernant 
les universitfes , laquelle vise & servir de 
source centrale de consultation et h r6unir en 
une seule brochure et de fagon sownaire 
certairies des statistiques de base sur les 
activit^s et les ressources des universit^s du 
Canada. 

Le Compendium comprend un diagramme Indiquant 
certains des principaux 61^ents des syst^mes 
universitaires du pays et 29 tableaux 
statistiques divis6s en neuf sections. La 
premiere section renferme des renseignements 
g^n^raux concernant tous les niveaux 
d'enseignement (inscriptions aux Secies, 
collies et universit^s et dip16m6s de ces 
6tablissements; taux de participation) et 
portant sur des points tels que V immersion en 
franca is, le niveau de scolarit^ de la 
population et les taux de chfimage. Les sept 
sections suivantes traitent des universitfes 
et portent successivement sur les donnas 
chronologiques, les inscriptions, les grades, 
les droits de scolarit6, le corps professoral, 
la recherche et les finances. La neuvi^me 
section ne traite que der 6tablissements 
membres de VAUCC et indique,au moyen de 
donntes de base, Vampleur de leurs activit^s. 
Une bibliographic bri^vement annot6e de cer- 
taines des publications les plus pertlnentes 
de Statistique Canada dans les domaines de 
renseignement et des sciences complete le 
Compendium . 

Les donnSes concernant les inscriptions 
s'appliquent uniquement aux 6tablissements qui 
conf^rent des grades; elles ne tiennent pas 
compte des programmes de passage h 1 'university, 
dans les colleges du Qu6bec, de la Saskatchewan, 
de 1 'Alberta et de la Colombie-Sritanniqoe. A 
I'automne de 1985, 11 se trouvait pr^s de 98,000 
6tudiants inscrits & ces programmes. 

La section 6 ne porte que sur les professeur' \ 
temps plein, ^ttnt donni qu'on ne dispose 
d'aucune donn6e h V6chelle nationale sur les 
professeurs h temps partiel. De plus, la 
section exclut le Qu6bec, faute de donnfees pour 
Vann6e qui fait I'ob.let de V6tude.

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This is the fifth edition of the annual 
Compendium of University Statistics , which aims 
to serve as a central reference source and to 
bring together in one place and in summary form 
some of the basic statistics on the activities 
and resources of Canada's universities. 



The Compendium consists of a diagram, which 
shows some of the major participants in the 
university systems across the country, and 29 
statistical tables, arranged in nine sections. 
The first section presents information of a 
general nature pertaining to all levels of 
education (enrolments in and graduates from 
schools, colleges and universities; 
participation rates) and to topics such as 
French immersion, educational attainment of the 
population and unemployment rates. Ihe next 
seven sections focus on the universities and 
deal successively with historical data, 
enrolments, degrees, tuition fees, faculty, 
research and finances. The ninth 
section Is concerned only with those 
institutions that are members of AUCC and 
reports some basic data to indicate the size of 
their operations. A briefly annotated 
bibliography of some of the more relevant 
education and science publications of Statistics 
Canada concludes the Compendium . 



The data on enrolments refer only to degree 
granting institutions. They do not include the 
university-transfer programs at colleges in 
Quebec, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 8r1tish 
Columbia, which in the fall of 1985 enrolled 
nearly 98,000 students. 



Section 6 covers only full-time faculty, since 
no national data on part-time faculty are 
available. Moreover, it excludes Quebec by lack 
of data for the year under review. 



The tables in Section 8 report only the direct 
support for higher education provided by the 
federal government. They do not show the 
Indirect federal contribut ons in support of 
postsecondary education which are provided to 
the provinces under the Fec^eral-Provincial 




Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Postsecondary 
Education and Health Contributions Act of 1977 
and amounted to around $4.5 billion in 
1985*1986. 



Explanatory footnotes to the tables have ber i 
kept to a minimum. If uncertain as to the exact 
nature of the data^ the reader is advised to 
consult the source documents identified under 
each table. For most tables, the data have been 
derived from currently available publications of 
Statistics Canada. We are most grateful to this 
agency and, particularly, its Education, Cultire 
and Tourism Division for their generous 
assistance.
